0  tWO  miles  Shortly  alteiward  he  purchased  the  Fox 
Meadow  troin  the  Indian  chiefs,  Beopo,  Cohawncy  and 
others  and  then  ,.  bit  mor.  to  the  south  along  the  Bronx 
rounding  out  his  holdings  to  the  town  line  ol  Eastchester 

In  1701,  being  influential  En  the  government  ol  the  prO\ 

nice,  he  got  these  land-  exalted  into  the  Man  I  S.at-d.d,  . 

named  from  his  old  home.    If  the  English  name  meant  dale 

of  scars  or  rocks  it  was  as  appropriate  here  u  it  was  there. 
Scarsdale  Wafi  One  Ol  the  nine  real  manors  ol  New  York,  six 

01  which  were  in  Westchester  County,  but  it  has  the  dil 

tinction  ol  being  the  last  manoi  granted  m  the  British 

Empire.  The  lord  ol  the  manor  might  have  held  hi-  own 
courts,  which  he  did  not  choose  to  do,  but  .  Jid  actually 
enjoy  a  number  of  special  legal  rights  long  since  obsolete 

The  manor,  which  included  Mamaroneck  where  he  built 
his  house,  saw  no  great  increase  ol  population;  in  1712 
there  were  but  live  whites  and  eleven  negro  slaves  within 
its  border.  In  1774,  his  two  daughters  having  long  held  it 
111  |oint  tenure,  the  manor  was  bioken  up  and  the  tenants, 
for  the  most  part,  became  the  proprietor  Mam  io  n.  1. 
being  taken  off.  Scarsd.de  became  .1  town  by  the  law  ol 
March  7,  1 7SS.  which  did  like  service  for  most  other 
Westchester  communities. 

During  the  Revolution  it  well  knew  the  tread  of  armies. 
In  October,  1776,  parts  of  Sir  William  Howe's  army  passed 
along  the  eastern  precincts  on  their  way  to  light  the  battll 
of  White  Plains.  In  fact,  the  Kittle  was  begun  in  Scarsdale 
near  the  junction  of  modern  Mamaroneck  and  Garden 
Roads  where  a  Hessian  detachment  Irom  De  II.  1  tei 
division  routed  and  pursued  New  England  soldiers  under 
Colonel  Spencer  across  the  Bronx.  After  the  battle  General 
Hoxve  spent  some  time  in  the  Crifiin  Fish  House  near  tli 
site  ol  the  lust  encounter  The  house  still  stands,  identified 
by  a  bronze  marker  Throughout  the  struggle  there  were 
bitter  quarrels  among  neighboring  Whigs  and  Torus 
Tradition  has  ,(  that  the  V.irian  house,  noxx  bcttci  known 
as  Wayside,  xvas  the  scone  ol  such  a  fracas  when  Tory 
marauders  tried  to  find  the  family  cow  which  had  been 
locked  in  the  principal  room  of  the  house.  A  generation 
later  Fenunore  Cooper,  who  had  married  a  great  grand- 
daughter of  Caleb  Heathcotc.  and  at  that  time  lived  on  the 
Angevine  Farm  on  Mamaroneck  Road,  gave  the  story  ol 
thi  >sc  turbulent  days  a  permanent  place  in  literature  I ). .  ply 
impressed  with  reminiscent  tales  he  had  heard  from  the 
aged  John  Jay,  he  wrote  The  Spy  in  Scarsdale.  the  first 
important  novel  produced  in  the  United  States. 

Shortly  after  the  Revolution  two  men  of  note  set  up 
their  homes  in  Scarsdale,  Richard  Morris,  the  first  Chief 
Justice  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  Major  William 
Popharn.  who  had  been  an  aide  to  Washington  It  was  the 
latter  who  built  'The  Locusts,"  still  standing  near  the  I'"  t 
Road;  and  his  descendant*  became  in  time  the  leading  family 
of  the  town.    At  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century, 


however  this  position  might  haxe  been  chimcJ  by  the  Tomp 
kins  family  who  occupied  nn«t  ol  the  old  Fox  MeaJoxv 
Jonathan  C.  Tompkins  xvas  the  town's  tit  si  supervisor,  but 
11  was  his  s«in,  Daniel  D,  th,   'Faimct's  Ro>  .1  West 
choter,''  governor  of  Nexx  York  during  the  W.11  ol  1812, 
who  gained  mtwt  renown. 

In  I7VO  Scarsdale  had  28|  inhabit-ints  and  xvas  long  the 
country's  smallest  town,  it  had  less  than  <im  at  the  time 
"t  the  Cixil  War,  when  then  weie  still  more  oxen  than 
children  xvithin  its  horde  is  1  he  Fpiso-p.il  parish  of  St 
James  the  Less  had  been  *et  up  in  18*2,  *•  that  th.  Quak.  1 
meeting  houses  at  the  south  east  corner  ol  the  town  were  no 
longer  the  sole  monuments  of  religion.  The  old  Varan 
house,  which  in  the  first  years  of  the  century  had  served  as  a 
drover's  tavern,  had  returned  to  lev.  exciting  uses  as  a  farm 
house  In  I8V1  a  New  Yoik  hu  m.  •  mm  and  phil.ui 
thropist,  Charles  Butler,  had  begun  to  bring  together  again 
the  old  larms  of  Fox  Meadoxv  and  in  quiet  dignity  had  set 
up  as  the  town's  leading  country  gentleman  1  tie  vxent  on 
tranquilly  Reside  the  Bi.  nx  at  the  north  the  Hauboldt 
powder- works  employed  a  few  men.  near  the  Scai*dale 
railnxid  station,  built  xvhen  the  tracks  were  laid  in  1847, 
the  old  mill  wheel  creaked  round,  while  in  the  pond,  at 
the  proper  season,  the  farmers  washed  then  beep  This 
old  Scarsdale  persisted,  little  changed  down  t«>  the  end  ol 
the  century. 

In  the  nineties  the  nexx  era  was  begun  with  the  1e.1l  estate 
development  ol  the  Arthur  Manor  section  boidenng  Fast 
Chttter,  but  characteristic  standards  were  set  when  lame  (. 

Cannon  shortly  afterward  l.ud  out  the  Heathcotc  Park  in 

spacious  and  well  landscaped  piopertics,  a  precedent  lol 
loxved.  though  with  smaller  plots,  by  Roberi  I    I  irtfrV  who 
developed  Greenacres,  the  northern  portion  ol  the  Hitch 
o»ck  estate,  ..-  carefully  as  Mi    C.annon  had  thi  UUthciH 
The  new  spun  was  evidenced  in    \WS  when  the  hiick 

school  house,  now  the  village  hall,  wj«  built  and  the  following 

year  xvhen  the  Town  Club  was  organized  to  study  the  prac- 
tical problems  of  the  community.  Ten  years  later  the  town 
had  developed  not  only  new  needs  and  new  activities  but  a 
considerable  degiee  ol  pride  Partly  to  provide  lor  belief 
policing  and  other  dilutions,  and  partly  to  defeat  an  ap 
prehended  liioxeinent  on  the  part  ol  White  Plains  to  annex 
Crecnacre.*,  legislation  was  secured  in  IVd*-  erecting  Scars- 
dale  village  with  the  same  boundaries  as  the  town,  all 
arrangement  unique  in  New  York  State 

As  more  and  more  new  home*  encroached  upon  the 
open  land  it  was  realized  that  some  of  what  remained  mutt 
be  acquired  by  the  public  il  the  anpearann-  of  the  village 
was  to  be  preserved.  In  1920  when  the  population  had 
grown  to  about  3? 00,  twenty  fixe  acres  were  purchased 
from  Mis.*  Butler  at  $70,000.  A  planning  commission  wa» 
appointed  and  the  village  set  it  •  It  i"  the  t  il  ol  keeping 
its  distinguished  character  In  IV22,  threatened  by  an  ill 
vasion  of  manufacturing,  the  village  passed  a  zoning  ordi- 
nance which  wan  intended  to  keep  Scarsdale  a  village  largely 
of  one-family  houses  Twice  during  the  decade  other  park* 
were  added,  supplementing  the  admirable  county  park  land 
on  its  eastern  and  western  border*. 

About  the  umc  time  a  group  of  citizen*  prevented  u 
hasty  exploitation  of  the  laud  about  the  Scarsdale  station 
then  apprehended  and  began  the  erection  of  the  line  and 
strikingly  harmonious  business  building*  that  now  *erve  the 
village  and  the  adjacent  territory,  a  region  holding  .1  popu- 
lation of  about  1 3.000  Town  pride  showed  it  sell  even  more 
impressively  in  the  constant  development  of  the  ■  h  -  J 
with  their  successful  "Scar*dalc  plan  of  individual  instruc- 
tion.** 

But  mmt  ol  all,  perhaps,  the  community  h  •  plumed 
itself  upon  the  architectural  quality  of  its  hornes.  Few  if 
any  towns  in  the  United  State*  have  sustained  a  high.  1 
standard  Recognizing  and  recording  thi*  achievement  thi* 
book  has  a  high  value  not  only  to  the  citizen*  of  Scandale 
hut  to  all  who  take  an  interest  in  such  standards.
